Censored 

'Blue Pencil' Drops 
6 Risque Jokes 
from Script 



R. C. Fetherstonhaugh 
McGill War Historian and 
News' Editor, Dies at 57 



Toronto. — (CUP) — Censoring 
of undesirable jokes in the script 
of the All-Varsity Revue to be given 
soon at the University of Toronto 
has necessitated the re-writing of 
an entire scene. After a meeting 
recently, the board of review order- 
ed six jokes deleted from the script 
in the best interests of the student 
body." The board was set up to as- 
sure a high standard in the quality 
of the Revue. 

Principally affected by the dele- 
tion will be a comedy skit by a 
team from the U.C. Follies, Erwin 
Pasternak and Harold Nashman. As 
originally written, the scene called 
for a dialogue between an explorer 
and his mates on an expedition. The 
scene was a tent by candlelight in 
which the leader told his men of 
experiences on previous expedi 
lions. The lines in 
considered "too risque" and were 
deleted. The whole scene has been 
rc-writtcn. 

Another skit that had to be re- 
vamped was a take-off on the chem- 
istry club. The scene is a chemistry 
lab and the jokes objected to con- 
cerned a chemical formula. 

One line was also deleted from a 
song. "The Vocalist Blues," sung by 
Ben Foreman. 

Pianist and script-writer Bud 
Pricsttnan said the censuring would 
not hurt the show. "The jokes 
that were censored have been re- 
placed with others that arc not as 
objectionable and nothing has been 
lost," he said. "Our idea from the 
first was to make a clean show 
and there was some voluntary cen- 
soring done by the writers when 
the script was being written. We 
wanted to keep the whole Revue 
on a high plane and rather lhan 
offend anyone we left out certain 
jokes ourselves." 

Pricstman added that the jokes 
censored by the board were not 
really objectionable but open to 
two interpretations."

Born in Montreal November 12, 
1892. son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
F.. C. B. Fetherstonhaugh, he re- 
received his education at the High 
School of Montreal and at Crich- 
tnn School. He entered business 
with thc dry goods firm of Green- 
shields. Limited, of which hii 
father later became president. 

Stricken With Illness 

He was stricken with an illnesi 
that. limited his activities. Denied 
the privilege of serving in the 
armed forces of Canada he took 
a keen interest in thc activities of 
his many friends who volunteered 
for service in the First Great War. 
He became one of the best in- 
formed men in the country on the 
wartime exploits of various units, 
and various C.E.F. units sought 
him to write histories of their war 
services. 

The first history to be published 
in 1925 was that of thc 13th Bat- 
talion. Royal Highlanders of 
Canada, followed by the "Royal 
Montreal Regiment. 14th Battalion 
1914-18" for which he was awarded 
the David Prize of the Province of 
Qiubec for Historical Publications 
in 1927. Next came "No. 3 Can- 
adian General Hospital (*McGlll), 
1914-10" followed by the "24th 
Batta'ion C.E.F. Victoria Rifles of 
Caii3da 1913-19": "The Royal Can- 
adian Regiment 188-1933" and a 
short history of tht Royal Canadian 
Dragoons. 

Edited McGill News

was editor for many years and

THE YOUNG LIONS. By Invln 
Shaw. Published by Random 
House. Price $4.00. 
With remarkable objcctivcncss 
and a stimulating clarity of ex- 
pression, author Irwin Shaw has 
written a compelling bitterly iron- 
ic novel of the war years, "The 
Young Lions." This work, a vivid, 
dncompromising indictment of the 
senseless brutality of war, moves 
from start to finish with an increas- 
ing, controlled rapidity nothing 
short of astounding. When the 
climax of the book is reached, .the 
reader is immune to the horror of 
it, so bitter have the preceding 
chapters been, and he. with Irwin 
Shaw, can view almost dispassion- 
ately, yet with a deep, satisfying 
understanding of its irony. 

Throughout, despite the obvious 
opportunity for emotionalism which 
the topic afford, and despite the 
speed of the telling of the tale, 
Mr. Shaw is in absolute control. 
Surely, quite calmly, in fact, he 
describes the horrid confusion of 
people suddenly sucked into the 
vortex of war, the maiming of 
limbs and souls, and the pitiable 
Godlessncss of the soldiers. It is 
indeed because of this method of 
telling, this observer's unimpassed 
survey, that he achieves such a 
pronounced, effect. Although one is 
constantly aware of the author's 
cynicism, at all times assured that 
no moral, declamatory passages 
will be aforded to stimulate one to 
an eager hatred or fear, one must 
never doubt his sincerity. He pic- 
tures his scenes clearly, persuasi- 
vely, and proves himself possessor 
of a wonderful insight. 

Using three main characters for 
equipment, a morally and physical 
ly weak American stage manager, 
a clever, callous (nevertheless hu 
man) German, and a young Ameri- 
can Jew, he threads a panoramic 
war tapestry involving campaigns 
in France, Africa and Germany. Al- 
ternate chapters arc devoted to each 
of the characters, gradually delin 
eating the role of each in the total 
affair, and skillfully joining them 
together in the last to create an 
excellent dcnoumenl. 

The talc is begun New Year's

arity. With the threat of war close 
by, people force themselves to en- 
joy the night, escaping as best they 
can, thoughts of the terrible grow- 
ing shadow of Nazism.

dividual reactions to the night and 
the posible future, and then left 
with a hint of what their roles will 
be nl the coming struggle. From 
there the story moves rapidly. Mr. 
Shaw probes deeply for motiva- 
tions, puts out fingers of doubt, 
fear and expectation, and entrances 
the reader. 

Recently, to interject a relevant 
note, I found that the book, "The 
Young Lions" was removed from 
the shelves of a leading department 
store in our city. Unable to find a 
suitable explanation for this from 
those who should know, I am left 
to conjecture that the combination 
of utter brutality and sexual dc 
pravity which Mr. Shaw has 
utilized, accounts for the removal. 

It is true that the novel abounds 
with descriptions of death and tor- 
ture horrible enough to leave one 
gasping, and also with scenes of 
sexual perversion, but these are not 
introduced for mere effect, as they 
so many times are. They are 
part, an Indispensable facet or the 
final product. Owing to the war, 
morality In many cases was abso 
Iutely forgotten, brutality was ram 
pant and unavoidable. 

Whether or not striking descrip- 
tions, uncompromising in clarity 
should be included in a novel for 
gentle public consumption, I'm sure 
is a matter for the individual to 
decide. I am equally sure, how 
ever, that any novel which proposes 
to present a clear picture of what 
actually happened during the war 
cannot avoid Including them. 

Mr. Shaw attacks anti-scmitism 
with forthright passages concerning 
the young. Jewish hero. This man 
despite his bravery in opposing 
both the foreign enemy and the 
enemy of home prejudice, is kill 
ed at the end of the book, by the 
Gorman. I believe this to be most 
symbolic, for the German is al 
lcgor'cally the last of the enemy 
an dhc, as his last act on earth 
kills the Jew. 

The impact of this ffnal chapter 
is strong and telling. The reader is 
left with something to contemplate, 
a social problem which has yet to 
be solved. 

For those fortunate enough to 
have missed being a fighting part 
of the last war, this novel will 
create in them a fervent desire to 
never take part should another 
arise. There is no glamour, no out- 
standing heroic episode. Only the 
slow degradation of humanity, the 
ugly return to bestiality and forced 
concentration on one point-to avoid 
death.

Rassine and Les Compagnons

When Les Compagnons present 
Racine's "Britannicus" down in a 
functional little playhouse that 
was once a Protestant church on 
the corner of Sherbrooke and De- 
lorimler, it is evident that they are 
not playing directly to a McGill 
audience. Yet I hope that McGiU 
students as Canadians will try to 
make the pilgrimage, a pilgrimage 
which will undoubtedly convince 
them how vital a spirit is French 
Canadian theatre today. 

Unlike some of our own little 
drama groups in the west of the 
city, Les Compagnons are not satis- 
fied with theatre as a good play 
with good acting. It is a medium, 
a situation, in which costume and 
decor build on the basic readiness 
of a specially designed hall. They 
prepare for a situation in which 
the play has scope fully lo develop 
itself whether formal or naturalis- 
tic, the mood of the play is com 
pletely nourished by its surround- 
ings. 

A Roman Imperial Court pre 
icnts good material for a situation 
in classical tragedy. However its 
treatment as a situation was not 
altogether consistent. Nero and 
Britannicus were both impressive 
as naturalistic creatures, cither out 
of a Sunday School Illustration, or 
the Queen Mary Road waxworks. 
They moved at ease in a setting, 
which though formally Impressive, 
was essentially naturalistic In treat 
ment. 



inc's piece as a whole was not 
treated as classical theatre. The 
actors were trained to speak with 
an arousing spontaneity that is 
more likely to arouse the audience's 
sympathy in our day. This conces- 
sion to a later age was successful 
In transmitting the moment of the 
tragedy. Nevertheless it entails a 
certain incongruity when this over- 
whelming spontaneity emerges in 



faultless metre and incessant rhyme. 

This reviewer's French is not 
capable of justifying a detailed 
criticism of each individual per- 
formance. However, I was at times 
grateful for the effort with which 
I followed the import of each line. 
Their meaning was not weakened 
by everyday associations; for an 
English Canadian this was naked 
drama. 



Handel vs. John Gay 



In 1720 several noblemen formed 
a company to revive Italian opera 
in England subscribing a large sum 
of money towards production at the 
Haymarket Theatre. The king him- 
self subscribed one thousand pounds 
and allowed the company to use 
the name of the Royal Academy 
of Music. Handel was appointed di- 
rector of music, composing, both 
alone and in collaboration, new op- 
eras for the venture. A great sue 
cess, seemed assured, but by 1728 
the sponsors were forced to admit 
complete failure and close the the- 
atre. The fickle theatre-going pub- 
lic had found themselves bored by 
the correct and comparatively in 
sipld performances at the 'Haymar- 
ket' Theatre, and were flocking to 
a new and richly Rabelaisian enter- 
tainment at Rich's Theatre ln Lin- 
coln's Inn Fields — John Gay's "A 
Beggar's Opera." Who wanted sad- 
eyed classical heroes and chaste

Some forty years after the success 
of "A Beggar's Opera" (and three 
years after Handel's death in 1759) 
Covent Garden Theatre could bare- 
ly accommodate the crowds who 
wanted to hear a new and similar 
kind of entertainment, Isaac Blc- 
kerstaffe's comic opera, "Love in 
a Village", which included songs 
by Dr. Arnc, Boyce, Gallupi, and 
—George Frederick Handel. It is 
not a little ironic that the revival 
of a comic entertainment should 
contain the songs of the man whose 
own opera productions were doom 
cd to failure by the original "Beg- 
gar's Opera."

urc lies ih the subject of the recol- 
lections— the French in the one case 
and the English in the other. This is 
not, however, entirely true. The 
charm ot "Arcadia" lies in its story 
boinR continuously devoted to the 
artistic heritage of the Belloc fam 
ily and its literary exploits. 

Precisely because everyone Is so 
good, kind, affable and talented 
(except the Prussians) the story 
assumes something of a fairy-like 
quality. In "A Paslsng World," 
however, Mrs. Lowdnes flits so ex- 
citedly hrough the drawing rooms 
of British society that one never 
gets settled long enough to know 
one's hosts. Indeed the Asquiths, 
Churchills and Haldanes are so 
fleetingly touched upon, though 



they appear many times over, that 
one begins lo suspect that one is 
in a receiving line. 

Particularly irritating is this 
when she continues to find human 
nature so thoroughly blameless, 
though now having added Lloyd 
George, "l'enfat teriblne" to the 
list of the exécrables. One won- 
ders how if people are really so 
very "good" we have wars, injus- 
tice and stupidity. Mrs. Belloc 
Lowndes seems to have known 
intimately the governing classes in 
politics, art, religion and scholar- 
ship of England. It Is regrettable 
that this Intimacy, denied to con- 
temporary historians, did not in- 
spire her to leave more critical esti- 
mates of the personalities of these 
men and women who led England 
out ot its continental isolation. 

It is in her portraits of the lesser 
figures of history that Mrs. Lowndes 
achieves the literary craftsmanship 
which is, on the whole, undeniably 
hers. Her account of tho death of 
Nurse Edith Cavcll, as recounted 
to her by the Belgian lawyer, who 
arranged Nurse Cavcll's trial, is 
compelling. Her all too brief refer- 
ences to her husband, an officer of 
the London Times are moreover 
sketched with a. simple charm that 
leaves one wanting to know more of 
this man.

This Is Day Lewis' first collected 
volume of verse since 1943. It is the 
work of an ageing poet: the poems, 
are even more deeply contem- 
plative, largely reminiscent, not at 
all pretending to any degree of 
poetic energy. Even one mildly 
hortative ode, "New Year's Eve," 
which begins, "Milk of the Word, 
flow! Shine forth, my shadowed 
clay," emerges finally like the 
others, more meditation than con- 
clusion. It is time In his life for 
philosophizing upon self; he is ex- 
amining now to see whither and 
why he has been. 

The first and best poems are 
autobiographical, a little nostalgic- 
ally and very subjectively' so. 
Throughout he is seeking the 
pattern: 

". .. my life, maybe, a palindrome, 

"But each lap unique." 
and the verdict 

He deals at length with the mean- 
ing of time in personality, both 
universally, and in his own partic- 
ular problems. He is aware of the 
latent and necessary destructlve- 
ncss Inherent in time, 

". . . this slow 

"Fissure, this blind numb grind- 
ing severance 



"Of floe from floe." 
as seen in love, where the past is 
to be remembered. He does not seem 
to be so awar of time as crecative 
evolution. Continuity in personality 
consists not of the rational goal- 
seeking self, but of the passionate 
heart only. The vector quantity ln 
existence Is determined not by the 
august eternal plan, but by the 
pawn only. 

"Your flight, which ends in fire 

as it began, 
"Is fuelled by all you seek." 
His conclusions are few and 
usually tentative. Occasionally they 
are more striking, and (In circum- 
stance) fatalistic:

He played previously with 
Ohio Slate and McMaster. Slouter 
is reported to be the best center on 
the squad.

Coach Bob Mastcrson's Varsity 
backctball crew like their confrers 
at McGill have fared badly in 
their forays south of the border 
this season. Masterson's men 
tackled such top notch opposition 
as Syracuse, Colgate and Buffalo 
College. 

They were overwhelmed 76-34 
and 99-30 by the former two teams 
but nearly managed to keep pace 
with Buffalo, being defeated 44-38. 
Colgate boasted two players who 
made many 'second team All- 
American squads last year, and the 
Blues predict that one of them 
Ernie Vanderwghe will make many 
first squads this season. Vander- 
wcghe, who has proved to be one 
of the sensations of American col- 
lege basketball this season was 
born in St. John, Quebec. 

McGill meets Varsity twice in the 
CIAU league this season. The first 
game is in Toronto on February 
5th while the Blues journey here 
for the second tilt on the 12th of 
the same month. The teams split 
Inst year, with the Redmen win- 
ning here and losing in Toronto. 

At present Varsity Is carrying ten 
men. the maximum number allow- 
ed in intercollegiate competition. 



Andre Charest, cx-Quobec -Ace's 
star, now with Art Therricn's 
league-leading University of Mont- 
real Carabin crew is currently 
leading the intercollegiate hockey 
scoring race. So far this season 
Charest has counted six goals and 
five assists to give himself a grand 
total of II points. His total of six 
goals is also high for the league in 
that department. 

Three players, two from the Mont- 
real U, squad and one from Tor- 
onto arc tied for second place, each 
having 7 points. Day of the Cara- 
bins has 5 goals and 2 assists, Spencc 
of Toronto just the opposite, 2 goals 
and 3 assists, while Flynn of the 
Carabins has obtained nil his points 
on assists. His total of seven leads 
the league in the assist section. 

HENRY RED LEADER 
Phil Henry is the leading McGill 
scorer. He is tied with thre others 



for fourth position. Henry has ob- 
tained five points, two goals and 
three assists. 

Reggie Sinclair. Dave Hackctt 
and Tommy Hale are the next Me 
Gill names to appear on the list. 
They are tied with no less than ten 
others for fifth place. They all have 
three points. 

On the basis of points per game 
Varsity's Spence is the leader as 
the Carabins have played five games 
whereas the . other three teams in 
the league have only played three 
contests thus far. On the same basis 
McGill's Phil Hcncry would be in 
a second place tie. 

In the net-minders average Paul 
Hutzulak has allowed just 8 shots 
to elude him in 3 games to lead the 
department with an average of 2.67 
per game. Rainville of the Carabins 
edged out Jack Gclincau of the Red- 
men for second place by a margin 
of .07 goals. His average per game 
is 3.60 as opposed to Gelineau's 3.67. 



Canadian Intercollegiate athletics 
in general, and Western Canadian 
in particular received a blow over 
the holidays when the University 
of Manitoba announced its with- 
drawal from the Western Canadian 
Intercollegiate Athletic Union over 
the holidays. 

This perhaps marks the end of 
the Union for it was weakened sev- 
eral years ago wh«n both Manitoba 
and British Columbia withdrew 
their football teams in favor of par- 
ticipating in American leagues, and 
Indications are that the University 
of Alberta will not field a football 
squad next year. This would leave 
Saskatchewan as the only club in 
this section of the union. 

At present Indications are that 
Alberta and Saskatchewan will 
play home-and-home serifs In 
basketball and hockey to deter- 
mine the Western champions In 
each field this year but no plans 
have been announced concerning 
what will be done next year In 
any of the aforementioned sports 
or the myriad of others which the 
Western body governs. 
Manitoba's decision was fostered 
by an acute financial situation. The 
Manitoba Athletic Directorate has 
indicated that it will have t take a 
financial loss of $4.500 on this year's 
operations and that It could not ab- 
sorb such large losses in succeed- 
ing years. 

This action by the University of 
Manitoba is not expected to have 
any effect on the proposed Cana- 
dian intercollegiate hockey final 
this year.

On Spring Grind 

Chicago, Jan. 13.-'^- The world 
chtmpion Cleveland Indians will 
be the busiest baseball club— and 
most persistent National League 
rival— In the American League's 
241-game spring exhibition season. 

The "Grapefruit'' circuit program, 
including 132 games with National 
loop clubs, was announced today 
by American League headquar- 
ters. 

It begins March 12, twelve days 
after spring toil starts in the Flori- 
da, California and Arizona training 
bases. 

Cleveland's champion Tribe plays 
more spring games than any other 
junior circuit club, 37, and has the 
most dates with National League 
contenders. 24. Sixteen, however. 



are with New York Giants, also 
operating in Arizona. 

The American League also has 28 
intra-lcague contests, and 77 tests 
against top minor league teams. 
Philadelphia Athletics make the 
only foreign junket, playing three 
games at Havana. Chicago White 
Sox play one game with a marine 
service club. 

The White Sox and St. Louis 
Browns each have 36 spring games 
booked, followed by New York 
Ycnkees and Athletics with 34 
apiece, Detroit Tigers with 32, and 
Boston Red Sox and Washington 
Senators, 30 each. 

Along with their 16-game show- 
down with the Giants which winds 
up at the Polo Grounds in New 
York, April 17, the Indians also 
tangle with Chicago Cubs and Pitts- 
burgh Pirates of the National 
•cagu».

"The death of Robert Collier 
Fetherstonhaugh will bring to all 
members of McGill University a 
sense of real personal loss. Rising 
above great physical handicaps 
with supreme courage, his un- 
bounded enthusiasm for everything | 
connected with McGill led him to 
accept the editorship of the McGill 
News for some years. 

"Later, he was appointed by the 
Board of Governors to be custodian 
of the records of McGill men and 
women on active service during the 
war. His tireless industry led him 
to carry this task through to com- 
pletion, so that the records were 
unique in their accuracy and pains- 
taking detail, and graduates alt 
over the world wrote in to express 
their deep appreciation. 

"Thereafter he was able in spile 
r,f continued pain and ill-health to 
complete his history. "McGill at 
War." the official record of the uni- 
versity's contribution to victory in 
both wars which has won p'raisc 
from all quarters of the globe. 

"The personal contribution of Mr. 
Fetherstonhaugh lo the university 
was recognized by the Board of 
Governors when they passed a res- 
olution in appreciation of his work,
